H U N T H IM DOWN. 
When the coroner^s 
jury com ­ 
pleted its investigation of the Artie 
Morgan case the members declared 
by their verdict their belief that a 
foul crime had been committed. 
If this verdict is correct, and of 
that there seems to be but little 
doubt in the public mind, the iden­ 
tity of the criminal must be estab­ 
lished and the crime fixed 
upon 
him. 
The crime of abortion is an awful 
one; against it the statutes of the 
state declare in thunder tones; from 
it human nature recoils in horror. 
It is the dark, the hidden crime. 
That some poor, erring, trusting 
woman is the victim too often ena­ 
bles the perpetrator to escape detec­ 
tion. 
This should not be permitted in 
this case. 
The criminal should be 
hunted down. 
It should not be allowed to go out 
to the world that Sedalia is a place 
to which man may send the victims 
of his lust that his guilt may be 
hidden in the grave. 
The prosecuting attorney was not 
present at the coroner’s inquest, but 
he still has an opportunity to secure 
and sift the evidence and establish 
the guilt of the perpetrator. 
The grand jury is coming on and 
the public prosecutor should see to 
it that every scintilla of evidence 
goes before that tribunal. 
Let outraged law, outraged hu­ 
manity and outraged decency, by 
and through the public prosecutor, 
hunt down the criminal and bring 
him to punishment.
